Car Driver Is Nabbed 
By Motorcyclist when 
Leaving Accident Scene 


I was talking with Ernest John 
son, 85. of New M artinsburg about 
a well drilled for oil on the Mont 
Haines farm a short distance north- ‘ 
east of Buena Vista some 50 years 
afeo, when my venerable friend was j 
the 
engineer 
who operated 
the 
equipm ent in drilling the 2100 foot 
“ dry hole” . 
E rnest recalls that no gas or oil 
was encountered but plenty of salt 
w ater was found at the lower lev­ 
el, and it was necessary to plug 
the well to prevent the salt water 
from polluting the sweet or fresh 
w ater in the upper levels of the 
well. 
He recalls that a heavy layer of 
sand and gravel was found about 
75 feet below the surface and ex­ 
tended to the bedrock. 
Presence of the sand and gravel 
on top of the limestone or bed- 
rock proves that glaciers which 
covered this area two or three 
tim es had scooped out the earth 
dt wn to bedrock as it m ofed with 
irresistable force, one coming down 
from the northwest and the other 
from the northeast. 
Another well drilled some 1800 
feet deep in search of oil in south­ 
ern 
Fayette 
County, 
is 
located 
along Route 62 near the east bank 
of Rattlesnake Creek. Two wells 
were

drilled 
in 
and near 
Washington C. H. about the sam e 
tim e. L ater a well was sunk on 
the Hagler farm near Route 34 in 
Wayne Township, and still later a 
sixth well was drilled on the Ford 
land west of Plymouth. 


Suppressed' Jury Statement' 


Basis of Motion for New Trial 


In their motion tor a new trial for 
George Baldridge, found guilty of 
first degree m anslaughter in the 
shotgun killing of Game Protector 
Irvin J. Patrick, his lawyers stress­ 
ed alleged error on the part of 
Judge John Case in not hearing 
the *tatem ent Donald Lange, for* 
man of the jury, wanted to make 
im m ediately after the verdict was 
returned 
The motion for 
a new trial, 
made at I! A. M. Saturday, the 
day after the doors of the Ohio 
Penitentiary 
in Columbus had 
locked behind Baldridge, was de­ 
nied by Judge Case. 
Before Baldridge was sentenced 
Friday morning, the attorneys for 
the convicted form er sheriff of Ad­ 
am s County had been snubbed up 
short by Judge Case when they in­ 
sisted on injecting the suppressed 
statem ent into the case. 
In addition to the usual claim s of 
error, such as failure to adm it evi­ 
dence subm itted by the defense, 
adm itting evidence over defense 
objections and failing to incorpor­ 
ate special charges in his charge 
to the jury, the first alleged cause 
of error given reads: 
“ IRREGULARITY 
in the pro­ 
ceedings of the court in this cause 
U>-wit; The court refused to re ­ 


ceive or consider a written state­ 
m ent of the jury in respect to their 
verdict at the time the said ver­ 
dict was returned 
to the 
court, 
which written 
statem ent 
of 
the 
jury if read together, with the v e t 
dict returned by the jury would 
have nullified said verdict so re 
turned in this c a u s e , and would 
have r e q u i r e d 
the 
court 
to 
h a v e instructed the jury further 
and that they thereafter reconsid­ 
er such verdict Said action of the 
court was prejudicial to the rights 
of the 
defendant 
and 
prevented 
him from having a fair tria l.” 
Lange asked ti he could make 
a statement after the verdict had 
been returned and after the jur­ 
ors were asked if it was their 
verdict and they had answered 
in the affirmative. 
Defense counsel endeavored to 
have Lange testify as to what was 
in the statem ent be had asked the 
court’s permission to m ake before 
Baldridge was sentenced and aft­ 
er sentence had been pronounced 
Attorney E m o r y Smith narrow ­ 
ly escaped citation for contem pt of 
court for urging that 
the

hear Lange’s statem ent. 
Baldridge’s 
attorneys 
are 
ex­ 
pected to appeal the case to the 
higher courts.

dict was returned to the court, 
which written statement of the 
jury if read together, with the ver­ 
dict returned by the jury would 
have nullified said verdict so re­ 
turned in this c a u s e , and would 
have r e q u i r e d the court to 
h a v e instructed the jury further 
and that they thereafter reconsid­ 
er such verdict. Said action of the 
court was prejudicial to the rights 
of the defendant and prevented 
him from having a fair trial.”

enough ($15 a year) for any own­ 
er to be interested,” Nelson said. 
The policies went on sale today, 
written by the Employers Mutual 
Casualty Co. of Des Moines. Nel­ 
son predicted they would soon be 
available in all 48 states. 
The plan provides for such ex­ 
penses as hospitalization, surgery, 
X-rays, laboratory fees and drugs 
resulting from a dog’s illness or 
accident. 
Coverage is 
available through 
licensed veterinary hospitals for 
dogs from 6 months to 10 years of 
age. It pays up to $75 for one 
hospitalization, with

Laff-A-Day 


In these days of high tension eontrover- 
s\ over farm issues, as well as scores ot 
other things which politicians seem 
to 
emphasize in an important election year, 
it appears most promising that one of the 
fast growing and influential farm groups 
of our country is the Future Farmers of 
America with its outstanding program. 


Thc’ c are some mighty fine young men 
here and elsewhere, helping push this or­ 
ganization forward, young men who will 
m ean m u c h in tomorrow's leaders h i p 
in this nation. 
We have seen them in action right here 
in Fayette County and the increasing 
membership as well as the high type ol 
individuals represented, should be a m at­ 
ter of real pride to our whole community. 
It is only within comparatively recent 
Nears that peoples’ attention has b e e n 
drawn more and more to this organiza­ 
tion. 
Many of the young men in the FFA will 
readily acknowledge that the most impor­ 
tant influence in their lives, next to that 
of family, has been their experiences as 
mem bers of this organization. In it they 
get not only high ideals to live by, but also 
thev are helped to establish themselves in 
their chosen vocation of farming or agri­ 
cultural leadership. 
The FFA, organized on a national scale 
in 1928, comprises young men studvi n g 
vocational agriculture in high schools. It 
has some 385,000 members in the United 
S t a t e s , Puerto Rico and Hawaii, or­ 
ganized into local chapters, s t a t e w i d e 
groups, with national headquarters in the 
Department of Education in Washington, 
D. C The organizational setup is self-sup­ 
porting from m em bers’ dues, although 
m any of their activities are given outside 
support by friends interested in their 
progress 
The primary aim of FFA is to develop 
agricultural leadership, cooperation and 
citizenship. This is achieved through in­ 


dividual and group activities in the local, 
state, and national organizations which 
give boys the incentive and opportunity to 
develop their character and talent. 
Each boy must have some active farm­ 
ing enterprise on which he receives the 
guidance of his vocational agriculture 
Vacher. This enterprise besides including 
actual farming, requires related activities 
such as farm mechanics, soil conserva­ 
tion, safety, electrification and o t h e r s . 
Certain group activities are also required. 
Meetings are held. Public speaking con­ 
tests are conducted. Community activities 
are developed according to local needs. 
The boys themselves initiate and govern 
these activities so that they share the ex­ 
perience of democracy at work in the 
rural community. 
As the boys’ enterprises and activities 
progress they receive various degrees of 
recognition which is in the form of de­ 
grees of membership in FFA. These de­ 
grees are awarded, depending on the at­ 
tainment involved, by local, state and na- 
t i o n a I organizations. E a c h degree 
r 'quires specific levels of attainment with 
respect to f a r m i n g , earnings, invest­ 
ments, leadership and scholarship. 
The top FFA honor is the National Star 
Farmer degree which is awarded at the 
national convention each year. The young 
man who receives this award is selected 
from recommendations made by s t a t e 
organizations. He is indeed the country’s 
outstanding young farmer. 
The FFA has been a big step in develop­ 
ing one important civic thing and that is 
more mutual understanding between city 
and country, between industry and t h e 
farm. All of us are better citizens for such 
understanding and are better able to fol­ 
low the FFA motto: 
Learning to Do; 
Doing to Learn; 
Earning to Live; 
Living to Serve.

Meetings are held. Public speaking con­ 
tests are conducted. Community activities 
are developed according to local needs. 
The boys themselves initiate and govern 
these activities so that they share the ex­ 
perience of democracy at work in the 
rural community. 
As the boys’ enterprises and activities 
progress they receive various degrees of 
recognition which is in the form of de­ 
grees of membership in FFA. These de­ 
grees are awarded, depending on the at­ 
tainm ent involved, by local, state and na- 
t i o n a 1 organizations. E a c h degree 
requires specific levels of attainment with 
respect to f a r m i n g , earnings, invest­ 
ments, leadership and scholarship. 
The top FFA honor is the National Star 
Farmer degree which is awarded at the 
national convention each year. The young 
man who receives this award is selected 
from recommendations made by s t a t e 
organizations. He is indeed the country's 
outstanding young farmer. 
The FFA has been a big step in develop­ 
ing one important civic thing and that is 
more mutual understanding between city 
and country, between industry and t h e 
farm.

Me 
thinks this subject will be aboid- 
ed during the campaign, as will 
the verities of our Middle East­ 
ern oil policy except in the north­ 
eastern states where the Jewish 
voters are more numerous than 
the Arab and Syrian voters put 
together. The Arabs ohly have oil, 
but in a presidential e l e c t i o n 
year, it is votes that count, as 
every politician knows. 
Why did they have to send 
those tanks to Saudi Arabia from 
Brooklyn? Could they not find a 
port where such cargo for such 
a purpose would not be so of­ 
fensive or is there nobody left 
in the State 
Department 
who 
know’s what the composition of 
Brooklyn’s population is? Do the 
Republicans expect to get any 
votes in Brooklyn? 
So. the campaign will move in 
all these directions 
and

body will have much of an idea 
of how it is going. The pollsters 
will continue to prove what eve­ 
rybody admits, namely, that Ei­ 
senhower is popular but the whole 
situation is so complicated by the 
P r e s i d e n t’s own acceptance 
speech that is is now a doubt­ 
ful election.

At 65 Permissible 


More than one Fayette Countian 
aver 65 is draw ing social security 
paym ents even though he still holds 
a job. 


And it's perfectly legal, accord­ 
ing to the C. C. Darby district m an­ 
ager of the Columbus social secur 
ity office. “ You don’t have to re 
tire com pletely to start drawing 
your social security benefits after 
age 65,** Darby said 
D arby explained that the lat­ 
est am endm ents to the Social Se­ 
curity Act perm it earnings up to 
$1,200 in a calendar year before 
any benefits are lost even if you 
work in ail months of the year. 
Even if you earn more than $1,. 
200. some paym ents can be made 
if your total earnings for the year 
are not over $2,080. You lose one 
m onth's benefit for each $80 he 
cam s over $1,200 during the year 
D arby pointed out that the new 
provision enables the worker to 
take a p art tim e job or one involv­ 
ing less responsibility. In this way, 
he can keep busy and at the sam e 
tim e supplem ent his social security 
benefits.

And it’s perfectly legal, accord­ 
ing to the C. C. Darby district man­ 
ager of the Columbus social secur 
ity office. ‘'You don’t have to re 
tire com pletely to start drawing 
your social security benefits after 
age 65,” Darby said. 
Darby explained that the lat­ 
est amendm ents to the Social Se­ 
curity Act permit earnings up to 
51.200 in a calendar year before 
any benefits are lost even If you 
work in all months of the year. 
Even if you earn more than 51.- 
200, som e payments can be made 
if your total earnings for the year 
are not over 82,080. You lose one 
month s benefit for each $80 he 
earns over $1,200 during the year 
Darby pointed out that the new 
provision enables the worker to 
take a part Umc job or one involv­ 
ing less responsibility. In this way, 
he can keep busy and at the same 
tim e supplement his social security 
benefits.

By Red Cross 


Two M ajor Fields 
O f Service Covered 


A break-down of two phases of 
■the service rendered, by the Red. 
Gross in Fayette County during the 
first two months of this year has 
been prepared for the board of di­ 
rectors by Mrs., 'Leonard Korn, the 
secretary. 
These two major services have 
to do with the help the Red Cross 
gives to personnel in the armed 
services and their families and 
with the blood program. 
During January 31, 
telegram s 
were sent, and 75 telephone calls 
made to help men and women in 
the service and their families. Dur­ 
ing February, 29 telegram s were 
sent and 60 telephone calls were 
made tor sim ilar purposes. 
Involved in the January service 
were 46 individuals and in the Feb­ 
ruary service 43. 
Mrs. Korn ,r e l a f e d one story ■ 
about Red Cross service as she pre­ 
pared her report. Briefly it was 
this: A man in the service w a s 
home on furlough when, he became ■ 
ill and his physician advised him 
to report to a government hospi­ 
tal. His mother telephoned h i s 
base, but by the time she managed 
to get through the “ channels” and 
red tape, she had spent just about 
all the money she could spare. 
Mrs. Korn’s 'postscript tc, t h a t 
story was that the 
Red 
Cross 
would have taken care of all the 
details—including the telep h o n e 
calls and bill—had. the mother or 
the soldier got in touch with her. 
• • • 
THIS STORY was used to point 
up two things: (1) That service 
personnel and 'their families should 
get in touch with the Red Cross 
when they have a problem and (2) 
the Red Cross is accepted by the 
armed forces as a sort of official 
liaison between the civilian and 
military. 
Alt h o u g h Fayette Countians 
have gone over their quota, of 15® 
pints each of the last two times 
the Red Cross mobile unit was 
here to take donations, they also 
are using more blood from the 
Red Cross blood bank they are 
putting in, the reports for the 
first two months of the year 
show. 
The bloodmobüe comes on an av­ 
erage of four times a year—every 
three months. 
During January 85 pints of blood, 
were used by Fayette Countians 
and during February 89 pints were 
used. Thus, 174 pints have b e e n
